Why Not Economy in Politics 
We have heard much about the demand for economy in 
government—-which, as we all know, is badly needed—but hew 


about a little economy in polities? 

It has been estimated that it cost twenty million dollars to 
elect a President in the late campaign—that is, approximate- 
ly that amount of money was spent by the two major political 


parties. Thirteen million dollars of that vast sum of money 
Was spent by those two national committees—and to this must 
be added some seven or eight million dollars spent by other 
campaign committees. That extravagance is about on a par 
with that of the national administration during the past four 
years. 

Most of the huge amount spent during the campaign was 
absolutely wasted and eould have been spent to better ad- 
vantage in other ways—for benevolent purposes, for instance. 


Some weeks before the close of the long and tedious campaign 


practically all the American people had made up their minds 
how they were going to vote. During the period just preceding 
the election the mudslinging, the charges and counter charges | 
so disgusted the public they were ‘‘sick and tired’? of poli 
ties. The air was full of radio speeches and the papers like- 
wise overdid the matter of printing in full the numerous 
speeches by presidential candidates, their managers and other 
supporters. And it Was a relief to everyone when the election 
was over—whether their candidate was elected or not.
